Their membe} 
ship has dwindled in 12 months fron 
approximately 14,000 to 8,000 and pos 
sibly less 

Under the leadership of these so 
called Labor Progressives, the Boilet 
makers have suffered more defeats 
than at any time in their history, and 
more than any other union in the 
Dominion of Canada. The meeting 
of the union appear to be dominated 
by a machine which has slandered 
and ridiculed any member who op 
poses them.

By radio he quietly told his own gunners, and those in other tanks, 
to hold their fire. They could have shot, with accuracy, at a mile. 
Instead, they waited until the Germans were 300 yards away, then 


shattered the enemy leader with one terrific salvo. 


The next salvo blew a tank to pieces. and within one minute of the 
first red hot shell, six tanks .. . the entire enemy formation...
